potato crop ever produced in this coun­ 
try is the promise of the monthly crop 
report 
just 
issued. 
I,eon M. 
Ksta- 
brook, Chief of the Bureau 
of Crop 
E stim ates of the United States 
De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, 
stated this 
morning that the average production 
for the previous five years (1911-1915) 
w*as 363,000,000 bushels, which repre­ 
sents a fair crop. 
This year the indi­ 
cations are that there will be a crop of 
467,000,000 bushels, which is 100,000,- 
0<H) above the average. 
This is equal to one bushel extra for 
every man, woman, and child in the 


country. 
In order to avoid waste, officials of 
the Department of Agriculture suggest 
two 
ways 
of taking 
care of 
this 
large increase; 
First, all housewives 
are urged 
to use potatoes as far 
as 
possible as a substitute for breadstuffs. 
Second, to preserve 
the potatoes for 
winter use by home storage. 
These 
measures, it is stated, 
will 
not only use the potatoes to advantage, 
but will save wheat.

SEVEREST TESTS 


Candidates For Airmen Must 


Meat Rigid Requirements. 


MANY ARE REFUSED DAILY 


Must Not Only Ba Physically Sound, 


but M utt Havs Acute Eyesight and 


Balance— Sense 
of 
Touch 
Is 
Alae 


Carefully 
Examined 
by 
Physicians, 


and Many Refused on These Grounds. 


Perfect physical condition la only one 
of the requisites of the aviator, and the 
degree of perfe tioti desired Is far be 
yond that expected In any other branch 
of the government military service 
But to top this off. the finest organs, 
perfect limbs and all around physical 
proficiency count as nothing unless the 
candidate for a place in the aerial 
corps can pass a series of tests which 
for Ingenuity of search are appalling to 
the man uuder the probe. 
Strong, vigorous youths who could fit 
Into any other branch of the service are 
dally refused In aviation because their 
lack of l»alance, the sixth sense, which 
few kuew any possessed, would eon 
demo them to speedy denth. or because 
of their inability' to distinguish browns 
from greens at great heights would 
cause them to drop Into treetop* In­ 
stead of plowed fields. 


Whimpering Tost Next. 
TTie candidate must fall within the 
weights of 120 pounds as a minimum 
and KW pounds as a maximum 
After j 
each man Is credited with his mark for ■ 
physical fitness and soundness of the 
organs his hearing Is examined by the. 
whispering test at distances of twenty 
feet. 
All poaslble disease* are then Inres 
Mg*»ed. 
Each man la sounded and ex 
arutned from the top of the head to the 
soles of bls feet, 
lf any has skin dis * 
ease, varicose relna or other complaints
